OF  THE 

COUNTY  AND  CITY  OE  WORCESTER  PAUPER  LUNATIC  ASYLUM, 

PRESENTED  TQ  THE  JUSTICES  OF  THE  COUNTY  AT  EPIPHANY 
SESSIONS,  1859,  AND  TO  THE  TOWN  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY, 
WITHIN  TWENTY  DAYS  OF  THE  20th  DAY  OF  DECEMBER, 
1858,  PURSUANT  TO  THE  62nd  SECTION  OF  “THE  LUNATIC 
ASYLUMS  ACT,  1853.” 


Your  Committee  continue  to  feel  the  same  confidence  in 
Dr.  Sherlock  as  they  have  always  had,  as  well  as  their 
admiration  of  the  ability,  attention,  and  zeal  which  he  displays 
in  the  management  of  the  business  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the 
care  and  treatment  of  the  Patients. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  other  officers  of  the  Institution 
has  been  satisfactory  during  the  past  year. 

At  our  first  meeting  in  the  present  year,  we  increased  the 
salary  of  the  Matron  from  £60  to  TOO  a-year,  and  the  salary 
of  Mr.  Hume,  the  Asylum  Clerk  and  House  Steward,  from 
d£l00  to  IMlO  per  annum.  The  Matron  had  served  three 
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years,  and  when  engaged  was  led  to  expect  that  at  the  end  of 
three  years  an  increase  of  her  salary  would  be  made,  if  her 
conduct  proved  satisfactory,  which  has  been  so  entirely.  Mr. 
Hume  has  held  his  office  from  the  opening  of  the  Asylum,  and 
your  Committee  unanimously  considered  that  his  application 
for  an  increase  of  salary  was  well  founded. 

As  a  means  of  an  additional  supply  of  water  to  the  Asylum, 

we  resolved  to  drain  the  garden  with  pipes  conducting  the 

water  by  a  main  drain  into  the  tanks.  The  result  was,  that 

after  48  hours’  rain  the  tanks  were  entirely  filled.  The 

supply  from  the  roofs  of  the  building  had  always  failed  to  have 

that  effect.  Since  the  drains  have  been  made,  much  rain  water 

has  in  wet  weather  flowed  away  in  addition  to  filling  the  tanks, 

so  that  in  ordinary  seasons  an  ample  supply  may ‘he  calculated 

upon.  The  unusual  absence  of  rain  this  year  has  for  some 

weeks  past  necessitated  the  hauling  of  water  from  the  brook, 

and  therefore  it  becomes  necessary  to  consider  whether 

additional  means  for  storing  the  supply  of  rain  water  should 
* 

not  he  resorted  to. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  last  year  the  weekly  pay  for  the 
Patients  was  reduced  from  10s.  6d.  to  9s.  6d.  We  have  now 
the  pleasure  to  state  that  we  have  been  enabled  again  to  reduce 
the  weekly  pay  from  the  1st  April  last  to  8s.  9d.  per  week,  and 
from  the  1st  October  last  to  8s.  6d.  per  week. 

Your  Committee  reported  last  year  a  resolution  to  admit 
Private  Patients,  under  certain  regulations,  at  the  same  rate  of 
pay  as  Pauper  Patients,  but  at  the  same  time  stated  their 
doubts  whether  the  practice  could  be  continued.  The 
advantages  to  persons  in  humble  life,  not  actually  Paupers, 
was  so  manifest,  that  your  Committee  determined,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  doubts  they  entertained,  to  give  it  a  trial.  We 
are  now  grieved  to  say  that  on  account  of  the  increase  of 
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Pauper  Patients  in  the  Asylum,  we  have  been  compelled,  for 
want  of  room,  to  discontinue  receiving  Private  Patients. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum  on 
the  8th  of  May  last,  and  made  the  following  Report : — 

(COPY  REPORT.) 

“  Worcester  County  Lunatic  Asylum, 

“  May  8th,  1858. 

“There  are  328  Patients  in  the  Asylum  (154  males  and  169 
females),  55  of  whom  appear  to  be  under  medical  treatment.  One 
Patient  was  secluded  to-day.  On  reference  to  the  Register,  the 
instances  of  seclusion  are  rare.  There  has  been  only  one  case  of 
restraint  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  some  surgical 
treatment. 

“  Since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners,  on  the  8th  May,  1857, 
131  Patients  have  been  admitted,  38  have  been  discharged,  and  30 
have  died ;  the  main  causes  of  death  being  diseases  of  the  brain  and 
heart,  paralysis,  and  epilepsy. 

“  We  have  to-day  seen  the  Patients,  and  have  inspected  the  wards, 
which  are  generally  clean,  and  in  very  fair  order.  We  think, 
however,  that  means  should  be  at  once  taken  to  promote  better 
ventilation  in  the  ground-floor  bed-rooms  (single  rooms),  some  of 
which  are  defective  in  this  respect,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  opening 
the  windows.” 

“  In  reference  to  the  points  adverted  to  in  the  last  entry,  we 
learn — 

“1.  That  the  Chapel  is  now  in  use. 

“2.  That  there  is  a  Night  Nurse  for  the  females,  who  has  no 
other  employment  than  to  walk  out  occasionally  with  some  Patients, 
after  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

“  There  is  no  Night  Nurse  on  the  male  side. 

“3.  There  is  still  no  under-blanket  allowed  for  the  males. 

“  4.  One  airing  ground  is  planted,  and  another  is  sown  and 
prepared  for  planting. 
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“5.  A  walk  of  some  extent  has  been  made  round  the  Asylum 
and  its  airing  courts,  and  has  been  carried  as  far  as  the  Gas-works ; 
but  it  is  impracticable  to  take  it  round  the  estate,  as  suggested,  owing 
to  the  brook  which  runs  through  the  land  and  the  inequalities  of  the 
ground. 

“6.  No  attempt  has  yet  been  made  to  improve  the  ventilation  of 
the  entrance-hall. 

“  7.  The  Committee  have  authorized  the  admission  of  Private 
and  Out-county  Patients.  There  are  now  3  Private  Patients  and  30 
males  from  Bedford  in  the  Asylum. 

“  In  our  progress  through  the  Asylum  we  observed  that  some  of 
the  male  dresses  were  wanting  in  neatness  ;  and  we  recommend  that 
the  Nurses  and  Attendants  should  be  directed  to  employ  a  greater 
amount  of  towelling  than  appears  to  be  the  ca.se  at  present,  for  the 
purpose  of  daily  use. 

“We  enquired  as  to  the  number  of  Attendants  and  the  wages  paid 
to  them.  We  think  that  the  wages  paid  to  the  Female  Attendants 
are  below  the  sum  usually  paid  in  County  Asylums,  and  scarcely 
enough  to  ensure  good  Nurses.  The  number  of  Nurses  also  is  small, 
three  of  the  wards,  having  respectively  from  28  to  34  Patients,  being 
provided  with  only  one  Nurse  for  each  ward. 

“  Upon  the  whole  we  think  the  Asylum  in  very  creditable  condi¬ 
tion,  and  under  kind  and  careful  superintendence.

Your  Committee  took  this  Report  into  their  consideration  at 
the  monthly  meeting  held  on  the  7th  June  last,  and  entered  the 
following  minutes  in  their  order-book  in  reference  thereto  : — 

(COPY.) 

“  With  reference  to  the  ventilation  of  the  single  bed-rooms,  which 
Dr.  Sherlock  considers  defective,  it  is  ordered  that  Dr.  Sherlock 
have  a  few  of  the  windows  altered  as  an  experiment.  With  regard 
to  the  number  of  the  Nurses,  Dr.  Sherlock  considers  them  sufficient. 
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The  average  number  at  the  present  time  is  1  Nurse  to  every  17 
Patients. 

“  The  Committee  consider  that  the  system  now  in  use  regulating 
the  payment  of  wages  here  has  given  satisfaction  to  the  Attendants, 
and  are  consequently  of  opinion  that  it  does  not  require  revision. 

“  The  Committee  think  that  the  amount  of  wages  paid  to  At¬ 
tendants  should  be  influenced  to  some  extent  by  the  amount  of 
wages  paid  to  ordinary  domestic  servants  in  the  neighbourhood ;  and 
it  appears,  on  comparison  with  other  Asylums,  that  the  wages  here 
are  above  instead  of  below  the  average,  as  stated  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners. 

“We  do  not  consider  that  the  other  points  mentioned  by  the 
Commissioners  in  their  Pieport  require  any  remark  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  having  all  been  adverted  to  by  the  Committee  last  year. 

“  We  regret  to  find  that  the  Commissioners  made  observations  to 
some  of  the  Nurses  calculated  to  make  them  dissatisfied  with  the 
amount  of  their  wages.  The  Committee  think  it  would  be  better 
that  any  observations  of  the  kind  referred  to  should  be  made  privately 
to  Dr.  Sherlock,  or  entered  in  the  Report.” 

The  Annual  Report  of  1857  shews  that  the  number  of 
Patients  in  the  Asylum  at  the  visit  of  the  Sub -Committee  on 
the  3rd  December,  prior  to  Epiphany  Sessions,  1858,  was  318, 
viz.,  162  males  and  156  females,  including  30  males  from 
Bedford  County  Asylum. 

The  Sub- Committee  have  visited  the  Asylum  six  times 
during  the  past  year,  and  their  reports  as  to  the  number  of 
Patients  is  contained  in  the  following  table : —

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The  increase  of  the  total  number  of  Patients  during  the  past 
year  has  been  29 — 28  females  and  .1  male.  It  will  he  seen  that 
the  fluctuation  of  number  in  regard  to  male  Patients  has  been 
inconsiderable,  whilst  in  reference  to  the  females  the  number 
has  been  gradually  and  regularly  increasing.  The  same  ob¬ 
servations  as  to  males  and  females,  in  point  of  numbers,  are 
applicable  (to  a  small  extent)  to  the  year  1857.  The  last 
Annual  Report  (1857)  shews  that  in  December,  1850,  the 
numbers  were  115  males,  133  females — total,  248;  and  the 
numbers  in  December,  1857,  had  increased  to  162  males,  156 
females — total,  318  ;  being  an  increase  of  47  males  and  23 
females ;  hut  of  the  males,  30  were  received  from  Bedford,  so 
that  the  increase  that  year  of  this  county  and  city  Patients 
was  17  males  and  23  females.  We  have  deemed  it  necessary 
to  draw  attention  to  these  facts  for  the  two  past  years,  and  have 
no  doubt  they  will  he  fully  observed  upon  in  the  Report  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent. 

In  consequence  of  the  great  increase  of  female  Patients 
during  the  past  year,  we  have  had  to  provide  much  addi¬ 
tional  bedding  and  furniture  at  the  expense  of  the  county 
and  city. 

We  regret  to  have  to  state  that  at  the  date  of  our  visit  on 
the  6th  of  December  last,  notwithstanding  our  additions,  there 
were  only  four  vacant  beds  on  the  female  side  of  the  building. 
We  instituted  enquiries,  and  found  that  temporary  accommoda¬ 
tion  could  he  found,  in  case  of  emergency,  for  15  additional 
beds ;  and  this  we  propose  to  resort  to  if  there  should  he  occa¬ 
sion,  rather  than  recommend  any  addition  to  the  buildings ; 
but  it  is  clear  that  in  case  of  the  continued  increase  for  another 
year  to  the  same  extent  as  the  last,  additional  buildings  must 
be  erected.  We  annex  to  this  Report  a  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  of  money  placed  at  our  disposal  by 
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the  county  and  city  for  repairs  and  furniture  during  the  past 
year ;  and  also  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  mortgage  debt. 

In  the  present  year  we  shall  require  the  sum  of  £630, 
according  to  an  estimate  by  Dr.  Sherlock,  for  repairs  and 
furniture.  We  therefore  recommend  the  advance  by  the 
county  of  £560,  and  £70  by  the  city,  to  meet  this.

General  Results  of  each  Year  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum. 
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THE  SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


or  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  County  and  City  of 
Worcester  Pauper  Lunatic  Asylum . 

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, — There  remained  under 
treatment  in  the  Asylum  at  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report 
318  Patients,  157  males  and  161  females.  During  the  year 
92  Patients,  40  males  and  52  females,  were  admitted,  making 
a  total  of  410  who  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Asylum. 
The  admissions  are  8  less  than  those  of  the  preceding  year, 
not  taking  into  account  the  male  Patients  received  under 
contract  from  the  Bedford  County  Asylum.  No  case  of 
readmission  occurred  during  the  year.  The  average  number 
of  admissions  during  the  preceding  five  years,  excluding  those 
admitted  at  the  opening  of  the  Asylum  from  their  several 
places  of  residence,  was  93,  so  that  the  number  received 
i  during  the  present  year  is  as  near  the  average  as  possible, 
i  and  may  be  taken  as  a  guide  in  estimating  the  probable 
!  requirements  of  the  county  and  city  for  future  years.  For 
j  purposes  of  reference  is  subjoined  a  Table  showing  the  results 
of  the  several  years  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum, 
including  the  present  year.  The  average  number  of  Patients 
:  resident  in  the  Asylum  during  the  past  year  was  330 — an 
c 
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advance  of  57  on  the  preceding  year — caused  in  great  measure 
amongst  the  males  by  the  presence  of  the  out-county  Patients, 
and  amongst  the  females  by  a  much  lower  mortality  than 
usual ;  and  by  the  advanced  character  of  insanity  not 
admitting  of  recovery  in  many  of  the  admissions,  only  12  of 
those  admitted  having  been  discharged  recovered.  Amongst 
those  received  during  the  year  and  presenting  but  little 
prospect  of  recovery  were  5  Patients  with  congenital  defect  of 
mind,  3  more  of  the  same  class  associated  with  epilepsy ; 
there  were  8  suffering  from  epilepsy,  6  from  general  paralysis, 
and  1  from  hemiphlegia ;  5  were  in  a  state  of  great  danger, 
or  dying;  and  in  14  the  duration  of  their  insanity  varied 
from  two  to  nearly  thirty  years — in  all  42  persons,  or  46  per 
cent,  of  the  total  admissions.  Such  an  enumeration  clearly 
shows  that  there  still  exists  in  this  county  a  large  amount  of 
mental  disease  still  not  under  care  and  treatment  in  an  Asylum, 
and  the  attention  of  Boards  of  Guardians,  and  of  their 
Medical  and  Believing  Officers,  cannot  be  too  often  or  urgently 
directed  to  the  placing  of  such  cases  under  treatment  while  a 
reasonable  expectation  of  their  recovery  still  exists.  The 
indication  or  infliction  of  violence  upon  themselves  or  others, 
the  degree  of  their  helplessness,  bodily  disease,  and 
uncleanliness  of  habits,  should  not  alone  be  permitted  to 
suggest  the  propriety  of  the  removal  of  a  Patient  to  the 
Asylum  a  few  weeks  or  months  before  death  may  be  anticipated ; 
nor  should  their  noise  and  destruction  of  property  be  the  only 
criterion  adopted,  and  then  not  with  regard  to  their  recovery, 
but  as  a  means  of  securing  tranquillity  and  discipline  in  the 
Union,  and  saving  furniture  and  clothing  from  being  injured. 
Undoubtedly  many  of  the  inmates  of  an  Asylum  in  some 
stage  of  their  illness  have  presented  such  psychological 
peculiarities  which  have  rendered  their  admission  necessary. 
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but  there  are  other  large  classes  of  the  insane  who  present 
none  of  these,  and  are  still  equally  benefited  by  treatment 
and  residence  in  an  Asylum,  and  if  neglected  and  allowed  to 
vegetate  at  home  or  in  a  Workhouse,  they  pass  into  a  worse 
form  of  the  disease,  and  ultimately  die  in  a  state  of  mental 
alienation.  Such  are  many  Patients  suffering  from  dementia, 
melancholia,  monomania,  and  mania,  who  are  quiet  in  their 
demeanour  and  habits,  and  endure  without  complaint  any 
amount  of  want  of  care  and  treatment,  while  their  mental 
disease  is  making  great  progress,  and  destroying  the  power 
of  their  intellect.  In  every  well-conducted  Asylum  it  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  attention  and  skill  of  the  Physician 
and  his  Attendants  are  required  equally  often  and  seriously  by 
those  of  the  latter  class  of  Patients  as  by  the  former.  Of  the 
admissions  55  were  cases  of  the  first  attack  of  insanity,  20  of 
the  second,  and  5  of  the  third  ;  while  10  others  were  reported 
as  having  experienced  several  attacks,  but  their  number  was 
not  ascertained. 

As  regards  their  social  condition,  52  were  unmarried  or 
widowed,  and  38  were  married :  as  is  usual,  a  greater  immunity 
from  the  disease  prevails  amongst  those  of  the  latter  class. 
Only  rather  above  8  per  cent,  of  the  cases  had  received  a  good 
common  education ;  29  per  cent,  were  able  to  read  and  write, 
and  had  received  some  rudimentary  education ;  38  per  cent, 
were  only  sufficiently  educated  to  be  able  to  read  ;  1 5  per  cent, 
were  known  to  have  received  not  the  least  instruction ;  and  in 
above  rather  8  per  cent,  more  no  information  could  be  gathered 
on  the  subject  from  any  source.  In  the  reported  cases  47  per 
cent,  were  members  of  the  Established  Church,  32  per  cent, 
were  Protestant  Dissenters  of  various  denominations,  17  per 
cent,  were  Methodists,  and  only  a  few  examples  of  persons 
of  other  religious  persuasions  were  admitted. 
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The  ages  of  the  Patients  admitted,  and  discharged  cured,  are 
given  in  Table  XIII.,  which  shows  that  by  far  the  largest 
proportion  of  the  attacks  occur  to  persons  in  the  middle 
periods  of  life,  after  the  mind  has  attained  to  its  full  power  and 
capacity,  and  when  it  is  more  completely  occupied  with  the 
cares  and  distracting  anxieties  of  life,  and  that  the  ratio  of 
seizures  subsequently  declines  with  each  advance  of  life.  It 
appears  from  the  same  Table  that  as  regards  the  males  a 
larger  number  of  cases,  viz.,  11,  were  admitted  in  the  decennial 
period  between  50  and  60,  but  on  examining  the  individual 
cases  it  is  found  that  some  of  this  age  have  been  idiotic  from 
birth,  others  have  had  two  or  more  attacks  of  insanity 
previously,  or  have  been  in  a  state  of  insanity  for  many  years, 
all  of  which  causes  render  their  appearance  in  this  division 
exceptional,  and  does  not  favour  the  presumption  of  a  greater 
liability  to  an  attack  at  this  period  of  life.  As  a  general  rule 
it  may  be  stated  that  the  chances  of  recovery  after  arriving  at 
puberty  are  greatest  in  proportion  to  the  youth  of  the  Patient, 
and  that  these  diminish  with  each  advance  of  life.  The  excess 
of  recoveries  as  regards  the  males  from  50  to  60  years  of  age 
is,  as  in  the  former  case,  to  be  ascribed  to  the  recurrent 
character  of  the  insanity  in  three  at  least  of  the  persons  who 
recovered  at  that  age. 

The  12th  Table  is  instructive  in  pointing  out  that  28  of  the 
31  Patients  who  were  discharged  recovered  had  been  placed 
under  treatment  within  twelve  months  of  the  appearance  of 
their  insanity.  If  any  one  fact  deserves  attention  in  regulating 
the  conduct  of  those  having  the  control  of  Patients  in  the  early 
stage  of  their  illness,  it  is  the  urgent  importance  of  placing 
them  under  treatment  at  once,  on  the  nature  of  their  illness 
becoming  manifest. 

The  recoveries,  calculated  upon  the  total  admissions,  was  at 
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the  rate  of  33.7  per  cent,  for  both  sexes :  for  the  males  it  was 
at  the  rate  of  30  per  cent.,  and  for  the  females  at  the  rate  of 
36.5  per  cent.  Kecoveries  are  generally  more  numerous  in  the 
female  sex,  from  the  comparative  absence  in  them  of  diseases 
of  the  brain,  complicated  with  paralysis.  It  has  already  been 
stated  that  in  42  of  the  admissions  there  was  at  the  time  of 
their  entering  the  Asylum  no  prospect,  however  remote,  of 
their  insanity  terminating  in  recovery  ;  and  excluding  these 
from  the  calculations,  the  ratio  of  recovery  upon  those  probably 
curable  was  62  per  cent. 

Seven  Patients  left  the  Asylum  in  a  state  of  incomplete 
recovery,  of  -whom  5  were  transferred  to  other  Institutions  in 
consequence  of  changes  in  their  settlements,  1  was  taken  in 
charge  by  her  friends,  and  1  was  discharged  after  escaping 
and  remaining  concealed  beyond  the  time  when  he  could  be 
re-taken.  He  has  since  been  heard  of  as  having  obtained  work 
in  the  neighbourhood,  and  as  no  application  has  been  made 
for  his  re-admission,  he  is  probably  doing  well. 

The  mortality  is  at  the  rate  of  8.5  per  cent.,  calculated 
upon  the  average  number  of  Patients  resident  throughout 
the  year  :  9.4  per  cent,  for  the  males,  and  7.6  per  cent, 
for  the  females — the  proportion  which  usually  prevails  as 
regards  the  sexes  is  here  present.  This  ratio  is  2  per  cent, 
lower  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  may  be  considered 
favourable  :  it  is  lower  than  that  of  any  previous  year 
since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum.  The  ages  of  two  persons 
deceased  varied  from  60  to  70,  of  two  from  70  to  80,  and  one 
woman  had  attained  to  the  age  of  92  years.  One  Patient 
survived  his  admission  less  than  24  hours  ;  he  had  been  much 
exhausted  from  abstinence  and  depressing  mental  emotions,  and 
died  in  consequence.  One  female  died  within  one  week,  one 
within  two,  and  another  within  six ;  in  all,  seven  persons  died 
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within  three  months  of  their  admission,  a  fourth  of  the  total 
mortality  of  the  year. 

Inquests  were  held  in  three  cases  of  death  during  the  year. 
One  was  that  of  an  epileptic  female,  who  died  in  a  fit  during 
the  night,  and  was  found  dead  in  bed  hy  the  Night-nurse  in  the 
course  of  her  visitations.  The  second  was  that  of  a  man,  who 
died  on  the  morning  of  the  day  following  his  admission  from 
exhaustion,  the  result  of  extreme  mental  depression  and  of 
almost  constant  refusal  of  food  during  an  illness  of  some  two 
months  previous  duration.  The  third  was  in  that  of  a  male 
Patient,  who  succeeded  in  escaping  from  the  house  when  other 
Patients  were  entering  it  after  the  completion  of  their  day’s 
work,  and  although  missed  immediately,  and  pursued  hy  several 
Attendants,  was  not  successfully  tracked.  In  going  to  Wor¬ 
cester  through  the  fields  (probably  to  avoid  detection)  he 
struck  the  river  Teme,  then  in  a  state  of  flood,  and  divesting 
himself  of  his  clothing,  entered  it,  either  for  the  purpose  of 
crossing  it  more  securely  or  of  committing  suicide.  His  body 
was  found  in  the  river  the  following  day,  attention  being 
attracted  to  the  place  hy  the  clothing  found  on  the  bank. 
Verdicts  were  given  in  each  case  in  accordance  with  the  above 
evidence.  Such  occurrences  as  the  latter,  which  necessarily 
cast  a  gloom  over  the  Asylum,  and  are  attended  with  much 
distress  and  anxiety,  cannot  always  be  avoided;  and  considering 
the  number  of  persons  constantly  under  treatment  having  im¬ 
pulses  of  a  dangerous  character,  over  whom  almost  constant 
supervision  must  be  for  long  periods  maintained,  it  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  know  that  only  one  other  instance  of  accidental 
death  has  occurred  in  the  Asylum  since  its  opening.  The 
amount  of  personal  liberty  which  is  now  generally  accorded  to 
most  Patients  in  Asylums  renders  their  occasional  escape  not 
unfrequent,  and  much  greater  injury  to  the  majority  would 
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result  from  establishing  such  a  strict  code  of  regulations  as 
would  render  such  a  contingency  impossible.  When  it  is 
remembered  that  about  three-fourths  of  the  total  male  Patients 
are  for  the  most  part  employed  about  the  premises  on  any 
given  day,  it  will  be  evident  that  chances  of  escape  are 
continually  offered,  and  the  unfrequency  with  which  this 
privilege  is  taken  advantage  of  renders  us  desirous  of 
extending  the  freedom  of  their  movements  within  our 
boundaries  as  much  as  is  possibly  consistent  with  their 
safety,  treatment,  and  proper  supervision. 

Nine  deaths  resulted  from  general  paralysis,  in  two  of  whom 
there  was  present  maniacal  excitement  and  great  restlessness, 
favouring  the  fatal  termination  by  inducing  exhaustion  early  in 
the  course  of  the  disease  ;  in  four  others  it  had  attained  an 
advanced  stage,  and  was  attended  with  sloughing  of  the  surface 
and  colliquative  diarrhoea.  Meningitis  was  fatal  in  one  case, 
cerebral  congestion  in  another,  to  which  was  superadded 
pneumonia  during  the  course  of  its  progress.  One  died 
suddenly  of  epilepsy  during  the  fit ;  a  second  also  suddenly, 
after  the  fit,  in  whom  there  was  extensive  heart  disease ;  and  a 
third  during  the  epileptic  convulsions,  in  whom  was  found  an 
extensive  rupture  of  the  spleen,  which  organ  was  in  an 
advanced  stage  of  disease.  Fourteen  deaths  were  thus  connected 
with  disease  of  the  brain  or  other  central  nervous  masses. 
Six  deaths  resulted  from  gradual  wearing  out  of  the  system,  in 
two  of  whom  there  existed  a  diseased  repugnance  to  food,  with 
extreme  mental  distress,  or  excitement  with  delusions  ;  a  third, 
with  extensive  disease  of  the  mesenteric  glands  and  high 
maniacal  excitement  of  long  duration  ;  a  fourth,  with  co¬ 
existent  spinal  and  liver  disease,  which  encroached  upon  the 
space  occupied  by  the  lungs,  and  was  accompanied  by  furious 
maniacal  delirium ;  and  the  two  last  from  the  decay  of  old  age. 
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with  bronchitis  and  asthma.  One  death  resulted  from  asphyxia 
by  drowning,  1  from  disease  of  the  suprarenal  capsules,  1 
from  phlebitis,  consequent  upon  inflammation  of  the  hand,  and 
occurring  in  a  person  suffering  from  disease  of  the  kidneys;  1 
from  gastro- enteritis,  and  4  from  phthisis  and  its  usual 
complications.  Of  the  24  cases  in  which  an  examination  was 
made  during  the  year,  the  following  are  the  chief  pathological 
appearances  observed  in  the  encephalon  : — Increased  density 
and  thickness  of  the  cranium  were  remarked  in  1 1  instances  : 
in  2  of  acute  mania,  in  1  of  epileptic  mania,  in  1  of  melancholia, 
in  2  of  dementia,  and  in  5  of  general  paralysis.  The  dura  mater 
had  formed  abnormal  adhesions  to  the  cranium  or  arachnoid  in 
1 1  instances  :  in  4  of  general  paralysis,  in  1  of  acute  mania,  in 
1  of  mania  wuth  epilepsy,  in  1  of  melancholia,  in  2  of  dementia, 
in  1  of  dementia  with  epilepsy,  and  in  1  of  chronic  mania. 
Congestion  of  the  membranes  and  of  the  substance  of  the  brain 
was  present  in  8  :  in  2  of  general  paralysis,  in  2  of  acute  mania, 
in  1  of  mania  with  epilepsy,  in  1  of  dementia,  in  1  of  chronic 
mania,  and  in  1  of  melancholia.  An  opposite  or  exsanguine 
condition  of  the  same  parts  was  noticed  in  9  :  in  2  of  general 
paralysis,  in  1  of  mania  with  epilepsy,  in  1  of  dementia,  in 
1  of  dementia  wTith  epilepsy,  in  1  of  chronic  mania,  in  1  of 
monomania,  in  1  of  idiotcy,  and  in  1  of  hysteric  mania ; 
these  were  cases  of  persons  dying  of  various  exhausting  diseases 
at  an  advanced  stage  of  their  progress.  The  arachnoid  was 
thickened,  opaque,  and  more  or  less  adherent  in  21  instances: 
in  6  of  general  paralysis,  in  3  of  acute  mania,  in  1  of  mania 
with  epilepsy,  in  3  of  dementia,  in  2  of  monomania,  in  3  of 
chronic  mania,  in  1  of  dementia  with  epilepsy,  in  1  of  idiotcy, 
and  in  1  of  hysteric  mania.  The  membranes  adhered  to  the 
cortical  grey  substance  in  4  cases :  in  3  of  general  paralysis 
and  in  1  of  acute  mania.  The  substance  of  the  brain  was 
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softer  than  natural  in  9  cases :  in  1  of  acute  mania,  in  2  of 
epileptic  mania,  in  1  of  general  paralysis,  in  1  of  dementia,  in 
1  of  chronic  mania,  in  1  of  monomania,  in  1  of  idiotcy,  and  in 
1  of  hysteric  mania.  The  cortical  grey  substance  was  much 
softened  in  10  instances  :  in  6  of  general  paralysis,  in  1  of 
acute  mania,  in  1  of  melancholia,  in  1  of  chronic  mania,  and 
1  of  dementia  with  epilepsy.  The  lining  of  the  lateral  and 
other  ventricles  was  found  having  a  frosted  or  minutely 
granular  appearance  in  6  cases  :  in  5  of  general  paralysis  and 
in  1  of  acute  mania.  Atheromatous  or  osseous  deposits  were 
seen  in  the  coats  of  the  cerebral  vessels  in  4  instances  :  in  2  of 
general  paralysis,  in  1  of  dementia,  and  in  1  of  monomania. 
Effusion  of  serous  or  sero-sanguinolent  fluid  had  occurred 
into  the  texture  of  the  pia  mater  and  into  the  sac  of 
the  arachnoid  in  17  instances  :  in  7  of  general  paralysis, 
in  1  of  acute  mania,  in  1  of  epileptic  mania,  in  1  of  dementia, 
in  1  of  melancholia,  in  3  of  chronic  mania,  in  2  of  mono¬ 
mania,  and  in  1  of  dementia  with  epilepsy.  A  large 
accumulation  of  serous  fluid  was  found  in  the  ventricles  of  1 1 
cases :  in  2  of  acute  mania,  in  1  of  chronic  mania,  in  1  of 
dementia,  in  1  of  dementia  with  epilepsy,  in  1  of  monomania, 
and  in  5  of  general  paralysis.  The  convolutions  were 
diminished  in  size  in  a  very  marked  degree  in  .1  case  of 
senile  dementia,  in  1  of  monomania,  and  in  1  of  chronic 
mania.  In  1  case  of  melancholia,  a  recent  effusion  of  blood 
was  found  over  the  hemispheres  beneath  the  dura  mater.  A 
false  membrane  was  found  over  the  parts  corresponding  with 
the  circle  of  Willis  in  1  case  of  general  paralysis.  A  spicula  of 
bone  (pea  size)  was  observed  in  the  falx  cerebri  of  1  case  of 
chronic  mania,  of  many  years  standing.  In  1  case  of  general 
paralysis,  bony  plates  were  present  on  either  side  of  the  central 
ridge  of  the  frontal  bone.  Forty-three  of  the  cases  admitted 
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presented  a  suicidal  tendency,  in  the  proportion  of  46  per 
cent,  of  all  who  entered  the  Asylum.  About  equal  numbers 
had  made  actual  attempts  upon  their  lives,  and  had  meditated 
the  infliction  of  such  injury  upon  themselves.  This  ratio 
is  much  larger  than  that  observed  heretofore,  but  the  severity 
of  the  impulse  (with  a  few  exceptions)  has  been  less  grave 
and  more  amenable  to  treatment.  In  cases  of  melancholia 
and  mania  the  disposition  was  more  frequently  developed  than 
in  other  forms  of  insanity.  In  most  of  the  females  there  was 
present  severe  constitutional  disturbance  and  debility,  the 
result  of  long-continued  bad  health,  and  of  care  and  various 
other  depressing  emotions  of  the  mind  ;  while  in  looking  over 
the  list  of  the  males  presenting  this  peculiarity  more  powerful 
passions,  reverses,  losses,  anxiety,  and  emotions  of  greater 
intensity  were  generally  observed  to  be  in  operation,  with 
subsequent  deterioration  of  the  bodily  health. 

In  Table  YI.  is  enumerated  the  causes  of  the  mental  disease 
of  the  admissions  of  the  year,  so  far  as  they  could  be  gleaned 
from  the  parochial  authorities  or  the  friends  of  the  Patients 
who  subsequently  visited  them.  In  79  cases  some  cause  or 
combination  of  circumstances  was  ascertained  to  have  preceded 
the  attack,  and  appeared  to  the  persons  having  the  care  of  the 
Patients  to  have  influenced  and  changed  the  normal  current 
and  coherence  of  their  thoughts,  their  character,  disposition, 
and  habits.  In  58  per  cent,  of  the  total  ascertained  cases 
(63  per  cent,  for  the  males  and  54  per  cent,  for  the  females) 
the  causes  were  of  a  physical  character  ;  and  in  42  per  cent. 
(36  per  cent,  as  regards  the  males  and  45  per  cent,  of 
the  females)  the  causes  appeared  to  be  of  a  moral  or 
mental  character.  Tn  both  series,  however,  some  cases 
presented  a  combination  rendering  it  difficult  if  not 
impossible  to  assign  the  case  with  certainty  to  one  class 
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rather  than  to  the  other ;  hut  the  selection  was  given 
in  favour  of  that  agency  which  immediately  preceded  the 
attack,  and  not  to  the  one  which  had  induced  a  state  of  mind 
or  habit  of  body  favourable  for  its  action  or  occurrence. 
Insanity  the  result  of  physical  causes  is  thus  16  per  cent, 
more  prevalent  than  that  induced  by  moral  influences.  In 
many  districts  of  the  country  the  reverse  of  this  prevails ; 
but,  as  is  usually  found  here,  the  male  admissions  from  these 
causes  are  much  more  numerous  than  the  female.  Fevers, 
erysipelas,  childbirth,  dentition,  epilepsy,  uterine  disease 
and  irritation,  spinal  disease,  falls  and  injuries  to  the 
head,  intemperance,  excesses  of  various  kinds,  previous  attacks 
of  insanity,  and  the  predisposition  to  it  transmitted  from 
parents,  congenital  malformation  or  arrested  cerebral  develop¬ 
ment,  feeble  and  diseased  states  of  the  system,  overtaxing 
the  bodily  powers,  cerebral  atrophy,  food  insufficient  or  of  bad 
quality,  are  the  chief  physical  causes  observed,  of  which 
intemperance  and  its  concomitant  evils  account  for  over  17  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  in  this  division,  or  for  above  10  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  whose  history  has  been  learned.  Among  the  chief 
moral  causes  enumerated  may  he  mentioned — remorse  at 
committing  murder  during  a  poaching  affray,  fright  at  losing 
friends  in  a  large  and  populous  city,  or  at  seeing  friends 
suddenly  killed  or  mutilated  during  colliery  accidents,  seduction 
and  disappointment  of  the  affections,  desertion  of  the  husband 
or  wife,  domestic  quarrels  and  differences,  difficulties,  reverses 
and  losses  of  various  kinds,  want  of  employment,  anxiety  and 
distress  of  mind  from  various  sources,  and  protracted  nursing 
and  attendance  on  friends  in  a  state  of  suffering  and  illness. 

The  health  and  condition  of  the  Inmates  has  been  unusually 
satisfactory  during  the  year,  the  mortality  much  lower  than  the 
average,  and  the  recoveries  in  their  usual  proportion.  No 
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disease  of  an  epidemic  character  has  prevailed,  and  there  has 
been  less  than  the  usual  amount  of  casual  illness.  Simulta¬ 
neously  with  changes  in  the  seasons,  there  have  been 
exacerbations  in  the  mental  illness  of  many  of  the  Patients, 
especially  of  such  as  suffer  from  epilepsy  and  paralysis,  severe 
and  numerous  cases  of  which  diseases  generally  occur  both 
among  the  male  and  female  population,  and  are  probably  due 
to  some  unexplained  changes  in  the  condition  and  temperature 
of  the  atmosphere.  The  above  statement  is  valuable  as 
exhibiting  the  sanatary  condition  of  the  Asylum  in  a  favourable 
point  of  view,  and  in  proving  the  excellence  of  the  site 
selected  for  the  purpose  of  the  Asylum  in  this  respect ; 
especially  if  the  condition  of  the  Patients  at  the  time  of  their 
admission,  as  shown  in  Table  XVII.,  is  examined,  which  states 
that  69  per  cent,  of  them  were  then  in  a  had  or  indifferent 
state  of  health  from  the  various  causes  there  set  forth. 

The  treatment  of  the  Patients  continues  to  he  conducted 
on  the  same  principles  as  have  previously  been  enunciated  in 
former  Keports  :  while  the  utmost  amount  of  liberty  con¬ 
sistent  with  each  individual’s  case  is  accorded,  both  as 
regards  their  amusements,  occupations,  and  freedom  of  move¬ 
ment  within  the  Asylum  boundaries,  yet  they  are  still  subject 
to  daily  medical  supervision,  and  the  constant  watchfulness  of 
Attendants,  who  carry  out  the  instructions  and  details  of 
moral  treatment  adapted  to  the  case  of  each.  Very  many  cases 
require  medical  treatment  and  a  careful  regimen,  from  the 
presence  of  active  bodily  disease.  Diseases  attended  with 
derangements  of  nutrition  require  constant  attention :  numbers 
are  daily  supplied  with  stimulants  and  other  medical  comforts 
as  the  only  means  of  insuring  their  recovery  and  promoting 
improvement  in  their  health  and  condition,  owing  to  the  low, 
feeble,  and  emaciated  state  in  which  they  may  he  sent  to  the 
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Asylum  or  to  which  they  may  be  reduced  by  the  progress, 
severity,  and  continuance  of  their  mental  disease.  The 
complication  of  insanity  with  diseased  states  of  the  heart,  lungs, 
liver,  and  stomach,  in  addition  to  those  affecting  the  brain 
or  its  membranes,  are  often  met  with,  and  occasion  much  of  the 
mortality  of  the  Asylum.  Granular  degeneration  of  the  kidney, 
said  to  be  infrequent  amongst  the  insane  in  some  counties, 
is  here  not  unusual,  and  numerous  cases  of  diseased  kidneys  are 
found  on  examination  and  are  recognised  during  life  but 
there  is  generally  observed  an  absence  of  dropsy,  of  albuminous 
urine,  and  other  symptoms  which  are  for  the  most  part 
expected  to  be  present  during  its  course.  The  occurrence  of 
gradually  increasing  coma  from  poisoning  of  the  blood  and 
convulsions  have  not,  however,  unfrequently  disclosed  the 
nature  of  such  a  case  towards  its  last  stages.  Rheumatism  and 
gouty  formations,  with  diseased  conditions  of  the  cerebral  and 
other  vessels,  leading  to  defective  nutrition  of  the  brain,  and 
interfering  with  a  proper  supply  of  blood,  are  often  present. 
Uterine  diseases  are  often  met  with,  associated  with  the  mental 
disease  of  females  at  the  time  of  puberty,  and  also  at  the 
climacteric  period  of  life.  Various  forms  of  paralysis,  of 
epilepsy,  and  many  diseased  conditions  of  the  brain,  especially 
in  their  advanced  stages,  are  always  under  treatment  in  every 
Asylum,  and  increase  their  mortality  in  proportion  to  their 
frequency  of  occurrence. 

Various  Tables,  as  usual,  accompany  this  Report  which 
indicate  the  amount  of  activity,  nature,  and  extent  of  employ¬ 
ment  afforded  for  the  male  and  female  Patients.  The  lists  of 
work  executed  show  a  degree  of  praiseworthy  exertion, 
beneficial  both  to  those  employed  therein  as  also  to  those 
having  the  immediate  direction  of  those  several  departments. 
The  various  trades  are  beginning  to  acquire  a  solidity  and 
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permanence  which  were  once  thought  impossible,  from  the 
absence  of  skilled  artisans  amongst  the  Patients,  hut  the 
continued  exertions  of  the  Attendants  have  gradually  established 
a  class  of  expert  workers  in  each  trade  from  those  labouring 
under  chronic  insanity  whose  labour  is  now  becoming  valuable 
and  profitable.  A  large  proportion  of  the  men  are  still 
employed  in  the  various  agricultural  pursuits  connected  with 
the  farm  and  garden,  while  others  less  manageable  and  expert 
are  occupied  in  levelling,  making  roads,  and  other  heavy 
earthworks,  in  which  considerable  progress  has  been  made 
during  the  year.  The  females  are  employed  for  the  most  part 
in  the  laundry,  kitchen,  and  in  assisting  the  Attendants,  and 
also  in  the  making  and  repairing  of  the  clothing  used  in  the 
Asylum.  Various  minor  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
comforts  and  accommodation  of  the  Patients,  and  also  several 
useful  works  executed  in  connection  with  the  domestic  economy 
and  efficiency  of  the  Asylum.  Additions  have  been  made  to 
the  accommodation  at  the  expense  of  the  materials  used, 
whereby  40  more  Patients  can  be  received  than  wTere  resident 
at  the  opening  of  the  year.  Wardrobes  have  been  added  where 
required,  and  several  have  been  enlarged  ;  the  library  has  been 
fitted  up  ;  20  dozens  of  pictures  have  been  framed  and  glazed ; 
the  washing  machine  has  been  remade ;  chests  of  drawers, 
work  and  dining  tables,  settees,  ottomans,  easy  chairs,  some 
dressing  tables,  and  clothes  boxes,  have  been  added  to  the 
furniture,  especially  in  the  female  wards.  The  male  hospital 
has  been  painted  in  oil  colours  and  in  part  grained,  as  also 
the  kitchen,  several  bath-rooms,  and  lavatories,  to  avoid 
damp  and  the  retention  and  condensation  of  escaped  steam 
upon  the  walls.  The  new  Chapel  has  been  provided  with 
a  hot-air  apparatus ;  the  oven  has  been  rebuilt  and  enlarged 
to  meet  the  expansion  of  the  Asylum ;  fire-guards  have 
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been  made  for  the  open  fires  in  the  dormitories  of  the  new 
galleries  ;  two  retorts  have  been  fixed  at  the  gas-wrorks  to  replace 
others  worn  out,  and  the  gasometer  has  been  painted  and 
repaired.  It  is  an  agreeable  duty  to  report  that  the  comfort, 
happiness,  and  tranquillity  of  the  Patients  are  materially  bene¬ 
fited  by  these  improvements,  and  that  extensive  destruction  of 
property  or  clothing  are  extremely  rare,  excepting  amongst 
recent  acute  cases  or  persons  with  chronic  insanity  who  have 
been  neglected  and  only  recently  received  into  the  Asylum.  To 
promote  and  secure  the  tranquillity  and  contentment  of  those 
labouring  under  mental  disease  is  one  great  step  towards  their 
recovery,  forasmuch  as  much  decided  benefit  and  relief  cannot  be 
expected  to  occur  while  they  remain  in  an  irritable,  restless,  and 
dissatisfied  state  of  mind.  The  associations  are  more  natural 
under  these  circumstances,  and  they  are  less  reminded  of  their 
removal  from  their  homes  and  friends  :  they  experience  less 
bodily  discomfort,  and  those  whose  home  the  Asylum  is  for  life 
regard  the  change  with  less  annoyance  and  feelings  of  irritation. 

Classified  walking  parties  continue  to  take  exercise  in  the 
grounds  and  neighbouring  country,  according  as  the  state  of 
their  minds  admit  of  one  or  the  other  privilege,  especially 
during  the  spring,  summer,  and  autumn.  Excursions  of  Patients 
of  either  sex  are  permitted  at  intervals  to  spend  a  day  in  some 
favourite  locality,  and  small  parties  are  occasionally  sent  to 
Worcester  to  attend  a  concert  or  other  place  of  amusement. 
Single  Patients  almost  daily  visit  their  friends,  appreciate  the 
indulgence,  and  acquire  confidence  in  the  Asylum  and  their 
treatment.  A  singing  class  assembles  two  evenings  each  week 
for  the  practice  of  sacred  music  and  glee  singing.  Weekly  and 
illustrated  periodicals  and  the  books  of  the  library  are  circulated 
through  the  several  galleries,  and  those  able  to  read  are  encou¬ 
raged  to  do  so  in  the  evenings,  the  Attendants  performing  this 
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duty  for  them  when  a  substitute  cannot  be  found.  The  weekly 
parties  for  music,  dancing,  and  acting  of  light  comedy  are  still 
in  the  greatest  favour,  and  appear  beneficial  by  bringing  together 
the  Patients  of  both  sexes  under  the  observation  of  the  Officers, 
thereby  favouring  self-control  and  improvements  in  their 
manners,  tastes,  dress,  and  habits. 

The  preponderance  of  the  female  Patients,  which  was  more 
fully  discussed  in  the  last  Report,  still  continues,  hut  to  a  less 
degree ;  and  should  the  same  prevail  in  an  equal  ratio  during 
the  ensuing  year,  it  is  presumed  that  a  further  increase  of 
accommodation  in  that  department  will  he  required.  At  present 
the  Asylum,  as  now  arranged,  is  nearly  full  as  regards  this  sex, 
hut  by  the  adoption  of  temporary  arrangements  in  various 
situations  provision  can  he  made  for  the  admission  of  the 
probable  increase  of  another  year,  but  beyond  that  date  it  is 
probable  that  female  Patients  can  only  be  received  as  recoveries 
or  deaths  may  occasion  a  vacancy. 

Twenty-six  persons  of  those  admitted  were  occupied  in  con¬ 
nection  with  agriculture,  or  at  the  rate  of  31  per  cent,  of  the 
total  admissions  pursuing  some  calling;  39  were  engaged  in 
personal  service  in  trade  or  in  mechanical  arts,  or  46  per  cent, 
of  those  having  known  occupations;  15  were  engaged  in  manu¬ 
facture,  or  1 7  per  cent,  of  the  same  class ;  and  5  were  employed 
in  works  connected  with  minerals  or  mining,  or  at  the  rate  of 
6  per  cent,  calculated  in  the  same  way. 

Both  in  this  and  other  counties  much  anxiety  and  discussion 
have  arisen  in  consequence  of  the  expressed  opinion  that 
insanity  is  greatly  on  the  increase,  for  this  and  other  Asylums 
have  since  their  establishment  been  filled  with  Patients,  and  in 
most  instances  enlarged ;  and  the  annual  returns  furnished  to 
the  Visiting  Justices,  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  and  the  Poor 
Law  Board  exhibit  a  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of 
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Patients  chargeable  to  the  several  Unions,  and  favour  a  similar 
conclusion.  If  this  statement  and  such  statistics,  which  are 
correct  (so  far  as  they  go),  were  alone  taken  into  account,  the 
result  would  be,  as  stated,  a  positive  increase  of  insanity;  hut 
on  enquiring  into  the  subject  it  is  found  that  the  facts  do  not 
warrant  such  a  conclusion.  At  any  given  date,  even  up  to  the 
present  time,  there  are  no  returns  in  existence  which  show  the 
number  of  actual  lunatics  and  idiots  in  any  district  of  the 
country,  but  only  such  as  are  chargeable  to  their  parishes,  or 
are  confined  in  private  Asylums,  or  are  under  certificate  as 
single  Patients  are  known  and  enumerated  in  the  published 
returns.  Chancery  lunatics,  and  all  those  of  unsound  mind 
under  the  care  of  their  friends  in  their  own  houses  or  lodgings, 
and  not  kept  for  profit,  are  unknown  so  far  as  statistics  are 
concerned.  Pauper  lunacy  is  each  year  largely  recruited  from 
the  latter  class  of  Patients,  owing  in  great  measure  to  the  want 
of  proper  Asylums  for  the  middle  class  and  for  that  class  imme¬ 
diately  above  the  rank  of  paupers.  There  are  thus  no  data 
from  which  to  calculate,  and  it  appears  extremely  desirable  that 
I  in  the  approaching  census  steps  should  he  taken  to  clear  up 
1  this  difficulty  by  a  series  of  well-defined  enquiries  into  the 
mental  condition  of  each  member  of  the  community;  thus  a 
j  starting  point  would  he  obtained  for  the  settlement  of  this 
important  question.  There  are  several  considerations  which 
tend  to  show  an  apparent  increase  of  insanity.  Many  persons 
are  now  deemed  insane  and  fit  objects  for  Asylum  care  and 
:  treatment  who  a  few  years  ago  were  called  “  flighty,”  “  soft,” 

<  or  “  peculiar,”  and  it  is  thought  that  many  such  are  still  at 
ii  large.  Many  cases  of  maniacal  dilirium  from  various  causes,  of 
i  mania  with  brain  disease,  and  of  the  impairment  of  mind  conse- 
|  quent  on  old  age,  and  of  congenital  mental  weakness,  find  their 
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way  into  Asylums,  and  who  were  formerly  never  sent  thereto. 
Asylums  were  then  regarded,  and  often  justly,  as  places  where 
persons  of  the  most  ferocious  violence  were  by  main  force  and 
restraint  of  the  severest  character  prevented  from  following 
their  impulses,  and  the  means  by  which  this  was  accomplished 
were  either  unknown  or  frequently  (if  discovered)  were  of  a 
brutal  and  degrading  character.  But  few  recovered,  many  died 
mysteriously  and  suddenly,  none  gave  them  care  or  protection 
or  deemed  them  capable  of  receiving  sympathy  or  of  deriving 
benefit  from  kind  words  and  treatment,  and  such  reports  as  did 
appear  of  their  management  led  every  one  to  avoid  them. 
Friends  therefore  never  applied  for  the  admission  of  their  rela¬ 
tives  into  them,  but  each  unfortunate  Patient,  if  at  all  manage¬ 
able  by  fetters  and  confinement,  was  kept  at  home  and  treated 
according  to  the  disposition  and  judgment  of  those  in  whose 
care  they  were.  Now  from  changes  in  the  constitution  and 
management  of  Asylums,  and  a  gradually  extending  confidence 
in  their  usefulness,  Patients’  friends,  sooner  or  later,  take  steps 
for  the  removal  of  the  majority  of  such  cases  to  some  Asylum, 
and  only  a  few  Patients  suffering  from  severe  forms  of  insanity 
are  occasionally  brought  to  light  as  receiving  neglect  or  cruel 
treatment  under  the  hands  of  their  friends  at  home.  However, 
that  unreported  and  unrecognised  cases  exist  in  considerable 
numbers  throughout  the  country,  the  frequency  of  suicides,  of 
assaults,  and  various  crimes  committed  by  persons  of  unsound 
mind,  and  reported  in  the  various  journals  and  daily  papers 
as  coming  under  the  notice  of  courts  of  justice,  clearly  estab¬ 
lish.  That  such  feelings  have  an  influence  upon  the  admissions 
into  our  Asylums  is  also  clearly  shown  by  the  apparently  great 
increase  of  insanity  which  is  observed  to  occur  in  every  place 
after  the  opening  of  a  well-regulated  Asylum  for  their  care  and 
recovery.  Public  attention  has  also  of  late  years  been  more 
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fully  directed  to  tlie  diseased  conditions  of  mind,  and  a  band  of 
men,  zealous  for  tlie  amelioration  and  care  of  such  as  are  afflicted 
with  insanity,  have  grown  up,  superintended  by  Visiting  Jus¬ 
tices,  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  and  other  safeguards  against 
abuse  of  power  and  cruelty,  the  result  of  which  has  been  the 
means  of  accumulating  in  Asylums  a  great  proportion  of  the 
existing  lunatics,  and  certainly  with  great  benefit  to  the  sufferers. 
There  is  but  little  doubt  but  that  the  founding  and  opening  of 
Asylums  for  the  middle  classes  of  society  would  greatly  add  to 
the  perfection  of  our  existing  machinery  for  the  care  and  recovery 
of  the  insane.  This  is  proved  by  the  not  unfrequent  applications 
made  for  the  reception  of  such  persons  into  the  present  County 
and  Borough  Asylums  by  their  friends.  They  have  confidence 
in  their  management,  and  would  in  many  cases  forego  the 
objection  to  their  friends  associating  with  persons  in  a  lower 
state  of  society  than  themselves  in  order  that  they  may  receive 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  them.  Some  persons  of  this 
rank  impoverish  themselves  by  the  payment  of  larger  rates  of 
board  than  they  can  afford  for  their  care  in  private  and  licensed 
houses,  and  others  are  detained  at  home  under  the  care  and 
charge  of  their  friends,  where  they  probably  become  incurable. 
It  should  always  be  remembered  that  the  great  remedy  for  the 
decrease  of  insanity  would  be  the  recovery  of  every  one  seized 
with  it.  To  enable  experts  to  accomplish  this  early  treatment 
must  be  had  recourse  to,  which  in  from  GO  to  nearly  80  per 
cent,  of  such  cases  would  be  successful.  Bather  less  than 
10  per  cent,  of  such  cases  would  die  under  treatment,  and  from 
10  to  20  per  cent,  would  only  remain  in  a  chronic  state  of 
insanity.  It  now  unfortunately  happens  in  most  of  our  large 
Asylums,  from  the  non-observance  of  these  rules,  that  the 
proportions  of  the  incurables  or  chronic  insane,  and  of  those 
recovered,  are  the  reverse  of  that  already  stated,  and  this 
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altogether  from  delay  in  tlieir  treatment.  This  is  the  one  great 
feeder  of  the  insanity  of  the  country.  The  duration  of  life 
amongst  the  insane  is  now  considerably  prolonged,  owing  to 
the  increased  care,  comfort,  and  attention  bestowed  upon  them, 
which  would  favour  a  larger  number  of  them  being  alive  at 
any  given  date.  It  is  probable  that  some  of  the  insanity  and 
idiotcy  of  the  country  could  he  prevented  by  the  exercise  of 
greater  care  in  forming  marriage  connections,  a  subject  difficult 
to  deal  with  but  deserving  of  the  greatest  attention  and 
consideration.  Marriages  of  relatives  should  he  avoided  as 
certain  to  concentrate  and  intensify  the  disposition  to  insanity, 
which  may  exist  in  any  family,  and  persisted  in  for  some 
generations  would  produce  and  foster  the  disposition,  if  not 
already  acquired.  The  marriages  of  persons  of  weak  and 
imbecile  minds  should  be  guarded  against  in  every  possible 
way.  It  unfortunately  happens  that  such  persons  are  generally 
the  most  prone  to  marry  early,  disregarding  the  terrible  con¬ 
sequences  to  their  offspring.  Amongst  the  poor  it  would  be 
preferable  to  maintain  such  persons,  who  generally  incline  to 
lead  a  wandering  and  vagrant  life,  and  are  of  naturally  weak 
mind,  under  constant  care  and  supervision,  rather  than  have  at 
intervals  to  hear  of  their  seduction  and  of  their  having  given 
birth  to  one  or  more  children,  who  are  all  certain  to  become 
chargeable  for  life  to  their  parishes,  and  be  deficient  both  in 
mental  and  bodily  development. 

The  following  Table  gives  the  population  in  1851  of  the  11 
Unions  comprised  in  the  county  and  city  of  Worcester, 
excluding  from  observation  several  Unions,  portions  of  which 
are  connected  to  those  of  other  counties ;  the  second  column 
gives  the  number  of  lunatics,  idiots,  and  insane  persons 
returned  as  chargeable  to  each  on  the  1st  January,  1859  ; 
the  third  column  gives  the  number  of  the  same  under  care  and 
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treatment  in  the  Asylum ;  and  the  two  last  columns  the  rates 
which  these  bear  to  the  general  population  of  1851 — the 
last  census  : —

For  facility  of  reference  and  the  purpose  of  comparison 
the  population  of  England  and  Wales  is  given  according  to 
the  census  of  1851,  and  the  numbers  of  lunatics,  idiots,  and 
insane  persons  on  1st  January,  1859,  reported  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  in  Lunacy,  as  existing  in  Asylums  of  all  sorts, 
military  hospitals,  single  patients  under  certificate,  and  those 
confined  in  Workhouses  and  hoarded  with  relatives  or  strangers, 
is  also  given ;  and  also  the  number  of  Patients  of  the  same 
class  then  in  Asylums.  On  looking  over  this  Table  it  is  at 
once  observed  that  the  proportion  of  insane  in  this  county  and 
city  are,  taking  the  Unions  together,  much  below  the  average  of 
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England  and  Wales,  and  this  as  regards  both  the  known 
cases  of  insanity  and  also  those  under  care  in  the  Asylum. 
Did  the  same  proportions  prevail  in  this  county  and  city  as  are 
returned  for  England  and  Wales,  the  numbers  of  the  insane 
would  amount  to  522  for  the  portion  included  in  the  Table,  and 
330  would  he  the  number  resident  in  the  Asylum,  both  much 
larger  than  the  actual  figures.  It  does  not  appear  manifest  why 
Upton-on-Severn  Union  should  have  a  larger  proportion  of 
lunacy  than  any  other  in  the  county,  excepting  it  he  presumed 
that  from  its  proximity  to  the  Asylum  the  cases  are  sooner 
recognised  and  entered  in  the  returns  under  their  proper  name. 
The  Worcester  Union  also,  in  close  proximity  to  the  Asylum, 
displays  a  large  amount  of  mental  disease;  and  as  a  general 
rule,  as  we  recede  from  the  Asylum,  the  ratio  of  the  insane 
decreases.  It  has  never  been  suggested  that  the  presence  of 
an  Asylum  in  a  given  district  causes  insanity,  but  it  certainly 
ensures  greater  accuracy  in  the  returns,  and  induces  friends  and 
relations  of  persons  afflicted  to  apply  for  their  admission,  thus 
raising  the  ratio  to  a  great  extent  in  its  immediate  neighbour¬ 
hood.  It  may  he  stated  that  cases  of  mental  unsoundness 
occurring  amongst  the  poor  of  our  neighbourhood  are  from  time 
to  time  heard  of  who  never  enter  the  Asvlurn,  so  that  even  in 
the  district  immediately  surrounding  we  have  no  accurate  data 
for  calculations.  The  Stourbridge  and  Kings  Norton  Unions 
are  extremely  low  in  their  returns,  hut  it  is  not  probable  that 
they  enjoy  a  greater  immunity  from  insanity  than  Worcester  or 
Upton-on-Severn ;  indeed,  considering  the  character  of  the 
mass  of  their  population,  there  might  he  anticipated  a 
larger  ratio  from  those  districts.  The  greatest  difference 
also  is  observed  to  prevail  as  regards  the  proportion  which 
the  known  cases  hear  to  those  in  the  Asylum.  Worcester 
sends  58  out  of  66,  Kidderminster  38  out  of  the  same 
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number,  Bromsgrove  1  9  out  of  48,  and  so  on.  No  variety  in  the 
character  of  their  insanity  can  account  for  this  vast  discrepancy ; 
but  ideas  of  fancied  economy  are  probably  the  source  of  the 
diversity  of  practice  which  prevails.  In  connection  with  this 
subject  it  may  be  stated  that  the  accounts  of  Asylums  and 
of  Unions  are  kept  on  different  systems,  so  that  no  comparison 
can  be  drawn  as  to  the  expense  of  a  lunatic  in  one  or  the  other 
place  from  the  amount  of  payments  made  at  either.  In 
Asylums  all  are  adults  and  full  grown,  consuming  the  full 
allowance  of  food  of  an  able-bodied  man  ;  in  Workhouses  there 
is  a  large  proportion  of  children,  of  infants  in  arms,  and  others 
on  a  less  scale  of  diet.  All  establishment  charges  are  included 
in  the  payment  made  by  the  parish  to  the  Asylum,  while  in  the 
Union  these  are  defrayed  from  a  different  source.  The  cost  of  a 
lunatic  in  a  Workhouse  is  calculated  on  averages,  including 
infants  and  children,  and  only  takes  in  clothing ;  while  in  an 
Asylum  everything  is  included  in  the  charge.  On  calculating 
these  particulars,  and  having  regard  to  the  destruction  and 
trouble  occasioned  by  the  presence  of  idiots  and  lunatics  in  a 
Workhouse,  and  their  manifest  unfitness  for  such  care,  it  will 
be  found  that  the  rate  of  charge  is,  if  anything,  lower  in  the 
Asylum  than  in  the  Union,  regard  being  had  to  the  nature  of 
the  diet  and  accessories  requisite  for  such  persons  due  care. 

Thanking  the  Committee  of  Visitors  for  their  continued 
confidence  and  support,  and  for  their  attention  to  all  matters 
submitted  for  their  consideration,  I  have  the  honour  to  submit 
this,  the  Sixth  Report  of  the  Asylum.

There  are  many  in  the  Asylum,  I  am  sure,  who  find  their 
church  a  comfort  and  a  blessing  to  them  ;  and  of  those  who 
have  been  removed  by  death,  there  have  been  some  of  whose 
religious  state  I  could  not  hut  entertain  the  most  favourable 
opinion. 

I  have  also  reason  to  know  that  some  of  the  Patients  who 
have  left  the  Asylum  “cured  ”  retain  a  grateful  remembrance  of 
the  religious  advantages  which  they  enjoyed  here.  I  cannot 
conclude  without  thanking  you,  my  Lord  and  Gentlemen,  for 
the  liberal  supply  of  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  which  has 
enabled  me  to  present  a  copy  to  each  of  every  discharged 
Patient  requiring  them.
